Dr. Stresemann's Offer. 


In these days of “ shirt sleeve diplom- 
acy, while men of the type of Signor Mus- 
solini are riding roughshod over the. poli- 
tical traditions of centuries, the speeches 
of statesmen create very little interest 
in Europe. Both the French and the 
Italian Prime Ministers have accustomed 
the nations to expect deeds rather than 
words in time of international tension, 
and the new methods of the Quai d’Orsay 
and the Palazzo Chigi have elbowed the 


older and less spectacular methods of 
Nevertheless, 


ing in Berlin by the German Chancellor 
was awaited with eager anticipation by all 
those who take an interest in European 
affairs. Since the fall of the Cuno Go- 
vernment, and the assumption of power 
by Dr. Stresemann, events have been mov- 
ing rapidly in Germany. With the excep- 
tion of the Die-Hards of the extreme 
Right all parties have been coming to the 
conclusion that Germany can gain nothing 
by the pursuit of a purely negative policy 


| in regard to the Ruhr Valley. All the 


cards ate in M. Poincaré’s hand; and 
while the continuance of passive resistance 
may serve as a useful example of German 
solidanity before the eyes of the world, it 
is bringing no material gain to the Father- 
land. Realpolitik, therefore, has 
coming into its own again. Sentimental 
considerations have yielded to more practi- 
cal ideas, and Dr. Stresemann, for the 
past few weeks, has been working hard to 
find: some honourable way of coming to 
terms with the French. During the last 
few days the French Ambassador in Berlin 
has been a regular visitor at the Wilhelm- 
strasse. The Berlin Press has been hinting 
broadly at an approaching settlement, 
and the Vossische Zeitung, which is one of 
the most level-headed newspapers in 
Berlin, has stated quite frankly that some 
arrangement must be made with France. 

Dr. Stresemann’s speech, obviously, is 
meant to pave the way for such an agree- 
ment. His review of the economic and 
financial position of Germany reveals a 
really disastrous condition of affairs, The 
continued collapse of the mark has brought 
utter ruin on thousands, if not, indeed, 
millions, of Germans. It has damaged the 
whole fabric of the national economy; and 
the bankruptcy of a city like Leipzig, for- 
merly one of the most prosperous centres 
in Europe, is only a symptom of the finan- 
cial canker which is eating into the 
nation’s heart. We are glad that the Ger- 
man Chancellor refused to encourage 
popular illusions, and that he told his 
audience. the plain, unvarnished truth. 
In the first place, Germany's economic 
and financial plight is a direct result of 
the struggle in the Ruhr Valley, It is 
true that the country was suffering con- 
siderably before M. Poincaré sent his 
soldiers to Essen ; but the real disaster of 
the mark did not begin until the Ruhr had 
been isolated from the rest of Germany. 
As Dr, Stresemann said, the financial 
problem cannot, be settled until the poli- 
tical problem has been solved. While the 
French are in the Ruhr the mark never 
can be stabilised, and the vanishing trade 
of the Fatherland never can be restored. 
In the next place, passive resistance, by 
itself, will not secure the end in view. 
The Germans have been fighting a losing 
battle from the very outset. All thé odds 


in the Ruhr were against them; and while 


their passive resistance was a really re- 


| markable feat of endurance, its indefinite 


contin could lead in the long run

The British Association. 
An ish newspaper rather happily 
describes the British Association’s meet- 
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dential address, which was delivered last 
night by Sir Ernest Rutherford, and dealt 
with the “Electric Structure of Matter. 
Possibly, we are to-day at the zenith of 
the physicist’s Golden Age, but it is 
equally possible that we are only on the 
threshold of an era in which physics will 
become more and more the stimulating 
factor in the development of the world’s 
material \civilisation. In the electrical 


the world of science a series of problems 
which represent not, indeed, the culmina- 
tion of modern discoveries in the realms 
of physics, but the farthest North, as it 
were, of the investigator's progress. 
Ordinary folk hear with astonishment 
that at the centre of an atom of uranium 
is a minute nucleus around which ninety- 
two electrons whirl in orbits, roughly 
corresponding to those of planets round 
their central sun, and that the innermost 
of these electrons have a speed of 150,000 
kilometres a second. Their interest, how- 
ever, is really aroused when they are told 


themselves all these discoveries are tend- 
ing. The practical possibility towards 
which the investigation of the electrical 
structure of matter tends to look is the 
possible release of unimaginable stores of 
energy by the disintegration of atomic 
nuclei. We are told that the disintegra- 
tion of one gramme of radium will release 
several million times the energy released 
by the combustjon of a gramme of coal. 
How, the unscientific man asks, can these 
invistble vortices of inconceivable energy 
be harnessed to the chariot wheels of 
human industry? To this question: Sir 
Ernest Rutherford has no assuring reply. 
The integration of the atom has taken 
thousands of millions of years. There is 
nothing to suggest that any laboratory 
process can unscramble nature’s eggs at 
a higher rate of speed. Therefore, it 
seems that the Physicist’s laborious 
studies of the electrical structure of 
matter may not, after all, boil our kettles 
or improve our crops. Science cares for 
none of these things, but labours to tend 
the tree of knowledge wisely and surely. 
Some day or another day the tree will 
bear fruit, and the gardener will be pro- 
| hounced worthy of his hire. 


Mosquitoes. 


The members of a recent expedition in 
search of gold in Labrador found that the 
greatest trouble they experienced while 
prospecting was caused by mosquitoes. 
There can be but little doubt that the 
mosquito is one of the most powerful 
guardians of nature in existence. Man 
can, and does, overcome most natural 
obstacles; but, without going to almost 
endless trouble and expense, he is unable 
to deal effectively with mosquitoes, 
“present in clouds,” as they are said to 
have been on this occasion. Although the 
anopheles—the malaria-carrying mosqui- 
toes—are, fortunately, not so universal as 
the ordinary mosquitoes, the latter, as any 
soldier who has seen service in the East 
can testify, can be unpleasant in the 
highest degree. To the mosquito every 
man is fair game; the native is no more 
immune than the white man; while, on 
the other hand, the mosquito will recog- 
nise a white man as his—or, to be exact, 
her, for o the females bite—prey in a 
district where no white man has been 
before.

THE VERY REV H. P. GLENN. 


We regret to announce the death of the 
Very Rev. Henry Patterson Glenn, B.A., of

Mr. Glenn 2 born in 1858 in Indianopolis, 
the son of the late Mr. William Glenn, 
Cloneeven, Pembroke road, Dublin.

The Rahr. 


Evidently things are not going well in 
Paris with regard to the Ruhr negotiations, 
for it is reported to-day that a deadlock 
has been reached because France is not 
satisfied with the guarantees offered, and, 
in addition, demands that Germany 
should send an Ambassador to Paris. It 
is difficult, however, to separate the wheat 
from the chaff in the stories now coming 
from Paris and Berlin on this matter ; 
but it does seem that negotiations have 
not been so far advanced as certain 
French and German propagandists would 
have the world believe. It is suggested 
to-day that these propagandists are care- 
fully working in the interests of certain 
French and German industrial groups 
desiring a combination of their interests; 
and quite possibly this is correct, 


M. Poincare. 


M. Poincaré, it is understood, places 
far above any such private interests the 
complete vindication of his policy in the 
Ruhr, and requires the cessation of 
passive resistance and the acceptance by 
Germany of the local pledges given in che 
Ruhr under military protection. The 
German Chancellor seems to be unpre- 
pared at the moment to surrender so 
much, and it is not known how far he 
favours the unofficia] negotiations between 
the French and German industrialists. 
He has very close associations with the 
German industrial magnates, and may be 
working through them to bring pressure 
upon M. Poincaré. In fact, he is in an 
extremely difficult position, for, though 
he may wish to come to terms wit 
France, he knows that any set and formal 
surrender will bring down on his head 
the vengeance of the extremists, with the 
downfall of his Government, and possibly 
his assassitiation as well. 

Leipzig Bankrupt. 

The great, and once extremely wealthy, 
city of Leipzic has had to declare itself 
bankrupt, a fact which, probably, heralds 
many further announcements from other 
German cities in similar circumstances. 
For the past two years these German 
cities have been in a parlous state as re- 
gards finance, and in many cases the posi- 
tion was more desperate than that of the 
German Government. The trouble began 
during the war, when the buying and 
distribution of food supplies became a 
very heavy drain upon municipal re- 
sources. Once the war was over there 
began an era of cutting down their ex- 
tensive powers of local taxation, the 
Government wanting all the resources 
available for its own use. Then they 
began to pile up debts, and these, with 
the continued fall in the mark, have at 
last overwhelmed them. German muni- 
cipal finance of the future is a complete 


satisfactorily solved by the repudiation of 
debt. 
Political Activity. 

Activity in the political world will 
shortly be resumed, and many meetings 
will be held by various parties before the 
re-assembling of Parliament. Mr. Asquith 
will open a Liberal campaign at a meeting 
to be held at the Nationa] Liberal Club 
the week after next, and he will then go 
into the provinces to deliver speeches at 
Perth, Liverpool, Dewsbury, Walsall, and 
Manchester. Mr. Lloyd George, who is 
going to the United States, has set up a 
Rural Policy Committee among his 
followers, with Major-General Sir Robert 
Hutchison as its Chairman. This is 
with the idea of open! a new land 
policy, and a series of questions will be 
submitted to many farmers and agri- 
cultural labourers with the idea of 
getting some specially selected ammuni- 
tion for a campaign when Mr. Liovwd 
George comes back from the United 
States with some new ideas. Labour 
generally is rather resting on its oars

FIUME QUESTION. 


AWAITING SERBIA’S REPLY. 


Referring to the question of Fiume, the 
Prime Minister reviewed the events immedi- 
ately preceding his ultimatum to Belgrade. 
On August 31 the Special Commission of the 
Italians and Jugo-Slavs completed its labours 
and presented its report. The Italian Go- 
vernment notified Belgrade that a settlement 
must be reached by September 15 in view of 
the: serious material and moral harm being 
done to Fiume, in spite of the aid of the 
Italian Government. 

A final proposal, which was absolutely 
fair and conciliatory, had been made by 
Italy to the Government of Belgrade. No 
reply had been received up to this day, and, 
therefore, any judgment or newspaper com- 
ment must be considered premature 

There was always the possibility of direct 
agreement being reached without having re- 
course to arbitration, ey if the Bel- 
grade Government would learn to estimate 
relations between the two Governments from 
a less narrow and local point of view. When 
the time arrived the good faith and forbear- 
ance of the Italian Government would be 
demonstrated by document. 7 

After two hours’ consideration nearly all 
the Ministers at the Council expressed their 
unanimous approval of the decisions and atti- 
tude of Signor Mussolini. On the proposal 
of General Diaz, the Council decided to re- 
quest the King to issue a decree conferring 
posthumous decorations on the victims of the 
Janina murder.—(Reuter.)

AMBASSADORS MAY DEMAND 


DEFINITE DATE. 
PARIS, Wednesday. 


The Conference of Ambassadors held two 
sittings to-day, at which the manner in 
which the decisions reached on September 7 
are to be applied was discussed. It will 
continue its deliberations ‘to-morrow. 

No official information regarding the 
labours of the Conference has been supplied. 
There is, however, some ground for believ- 
ing that the draft of a Note to bé” addressed 
to the Hellenic. Government has been 
elaborated, though without its bein 
actually adopted by the different Alli 
representatives, who, by reason of the 
late hour, preferred to postpone considera- 
tion of the question till to-morrow. It is 
thought to be not impossible that some of 
them will take advantage of this delay 
to consult their Governments. Nor is it 
thought improbable that the difficulties now 
in the way relate to the evacuation of Corfu. 
On that point it would appear that the 
Italians are renewing their formal assurances 
while asking for serious guarantees with 
regard to the punishment. of assassins.

SIGNOR MUSSOLINI’S 
STATEMENT. 


The Times, in a leading article, says :— 
Signor Mussolini has again declared that 
Corfu will be evacuated ‘‘ when the demands 
of the Conference have been not only 
formally accepted, but also executed, and 
he repudiates the suspicions of his sincerity 
which have been felt abroad as not only 
“inopportune and misleading, but as in 
effect offensive.” There is now nothing 
for Italy to do,” he declares, “but to wait 
in Corfu until Greece has fully carried out 
her obligations. 

We. are anxious to put the most favourable 
construction upon these statements, but 
Signor Mussolini must be quite well aware 
that they leave matters as they were. They 
may mean that Corfu will be evacuated when 
the Special Commission terminate their in- 
qviry. into the murders, but they may also 
mean that Corfu will not be evacuated until 
after the International Court has delivered 
its findings.

GENERAL: 


Many women are taking an active part 
in the proceedings, and students at the 
universities and public schools have re- 
sponded in large numbers to the invita- 
tions to participate in the deliberations. 
Leading citizens of Liverpool, the Univer- 
sity of the city, and the educational au- 
thorities are assisting to ensure the success 
of what promises to be a notable assem- 
blage. 

Sir Ernest Rutherford last night de- 
livered his presidential address in the 
Philharmonic Hall, his subject being 
‘The Electrical Structure of Matter. 
The audience included most of the leading 
scientists of the world. The Lord Mayor 
of Liverpool welcomed the Association to 
Liverpool, and the Vice-Chancellor offered 
greetings on behalf of the University. The 
address was broadcasted throughout the 
country by wireless. 

Sir Ernest decribed the twenty-seven 
years that had elapsed since the Associa- 
tion last met in Liverpool as “the heroic 
age of Physical Science.” It had been a 
period of intense activity, and discoveries 
of fundamental importance had followed 
one another with bewildering rapidity, 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS: 


A PERIOD OF GREAT PROGRESS 


Sir Ernest Rutherford gave an interesting 
review of a period in scientific progress which, 
dating approximately from 1896. when the 
Association last met in Liverpool, migit, he 
said, almost be termed the Renaissance of 
Physics. The previous meeting in Liverpool, 
he recalled, was under the Presidency of the 
late Lord Lister, that great pioneer in anti- 
septic surgery. His address, which dealt 
mainly with the history of the application of 
antiseptic methods to surgery and its connec- 
tion with the work of Pasteur, that prince of 
experimenters, whose birth had been so 
fittingly celebrated this year, gave them @ 
completed page of brilliant scientific history. 

Looking back. with some sense of perspec- 
tive, said Sir Ernest, they could not fail to 
recognise that the last Liverpool meeting 
marked the beginning of what had been aptly 
termed the heroic age of physical science. 
Never before in the history of physics had 
there been witnessed such a period of intense 
activity when discoveries of fundamental im- 
er had followed one another with such 

ewildering rapidity. 

Even the most imaginative of our scientific 
men could never have dreamed at that time of 
the extension of our knowledge of the struc- 
ture of matter that was to develop from the 
two fundamental discoveries of X-rays by 
ae and of the radio activity of uranium 
by uerel, but in the records of the 
Liverpool meeting they saw the dawning re- 
cognition of the possible consequences of the 
discovery of X-rays, not only in their applica. 
tion to medicine and surgery, but as a new 
and powerful agent for attacking some of the 
fundamental problems of physics i 


DISCOVERY OF WIRELESS. 

In applied physics, too, 1896, marked the 
beginning of another advance. In the dis- 
cussion of a paper which he (Sir Ernest) had 
the honour to read on a new magnetic detector 
of electrical waves, the late Sir William 
Preece told the meeting of the successful 
transmission of signals for a few hundred 
ards by electric. waves, which had been made 
in England by a young Italian, G. Marconi. 
The first public demonstration of signalling 
for short distances by electric waves had been 
given by Sir Oliver Lodge at the Oxford 
meeting of the British Association in 1894. 

It was startling to recall the rapidity of 
the development b such small beginnings 
of the new method of wireless inter-communi- 
cation over the greatest terrestrial distances. 
In the last few years this had been followed 
by the even more rapid growth of radio- 
telephony as a practical means of broadcast: ung 
speech and music to distances only limit 
by the power of the transmitting station. 
The rapidity of these technical advances was 
an illustration of the close inter-connection 
that must exist between pure and applied 
science if rapid and sure progress was to be 
made. 

The benefits of the union of pure and ap- 
lied research had not been one-sided. It the 
undamental researches of the workers in pure 

science supplied the foundations on which the 
applications were surely built, the successful 
practical 2 in turn quickened and 
extended the interest of the investigator in 
the fundamental problem, while the develop- 
ment of new methods and appliances * 
for technical purposes often provided the in- 
vestigator with means of attacking still more 
difficult questions. 

This important, reaction between pure and 
applied science could be illustrated in many 
branches of knowledge. It was particularly 
manifest in the industrial development of 
X-Ray radiography, for therapeutic and in- 
dustrial purposes, where the development on & 
large scale of special X-Ray tubes and im- 
proved methods of excitation had given the 
physicist much more efficient tools to carry 
out his researches on the nature of the rays 
themselves, and on the structure of the atom. 

In this age, added Sir Ernest, no one 
can draw any sharp line of distinction between 
the importance of so-called pure and applied 
research. Both are equally essential to pro- 
gress, and we cannot but recognise that with- 
out flourishing schools of research on funda 
mental matters in our Universities and scienti- 
fic institutions technical research must tend to 
wither.”

A BELATED SWIFT.. 


TO THE EDITOR OF TIE IRISH TIMES, 

Sre,—Having been in New Zealand during 
the last ten years, I am not acquainted with 
the migratory movements of the swifts in 
recent years, but I was much fised to- 
day to see a swift flying boldly about over 
the fields of the coast road which leads from 
Skerries to Balbriggan. So far as I observed 
the bird was a solitary one. I concluded that 
it must have belonged to a very late brood, 
but as the young are said to migrate before 
the parent birds, any young bird delaying so 
late as this would, one would expect, have 
to weather unfavourable conditions. 

I would be interestéd to know if any other 
observers have seen swifts so late. My wife and 
I had a very good view of this bird for a period 
of over five minutes, and there is no doubt 
whatever of its being a swift. 

While writing I might mention seeing four 
or five scald crows about the rocks near 
Barnageara Bay. This species was never to 
be seen at Skerries in the several years dur- 
ing which I was a close observer of bird-life 
here a decade ago—Yours, etc.,

RAILWAY CHARGES. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin, —I shall be obliged if you will permit 
me through the medium of your valuable 
paper to draw public attention to what, at 
first sight in any case, appears to be a gross 
imposition on the already high cost of living 
to the unfortunate consumer. 

Almost simultaneously with the announce- 


ment in the public Press of the raising of the 


Customs barrier a goods coming into the 
Irish Free State appeared the announcement 
that the English railway companies had de- 
cided to impose a charge,. additional to their 
freight charges (which are already excessive) 
to recoup them ‘for the services which the 
raising of the barrier would necessarily entais, 


and this in turn was soon adopted by the Irish 


ies. 

e scale of charges advised by the com- 
panies varies according to the nature of the 
consignment from 2d. to ós. 8d. per consign- 
ment, which, of course, will be accommodated 
to the retail price to the consumer. 

It will „ be seen that the amount 
collected on the multitude of consignments 
carried by the companies will more than re- 
coup the companies for their actual outlay, 
and will represent a source of revenue to the 
companies to the disadvantage of both the 
consumer and the Government. 

Customs duties are a source of Government 
revenue, and the expenses incidental to the 
securing and collection of same are, or should 
be, provided ‘for in the Dail estimates; and 
the railway companies have no more right to 
reap a revenue from such a source than has 
Dail Eireann to budget for one penny in 
excess of the actual expenditure required to 
meet the public services. |

STOPPAGE OF POWER PLANT. 


One of the sub-committees of the Aero- 
nautical . Research Committee is entrusted 
with the investigation. of accidents (says 
Engineering), and, as & result of their ex- 
periences, oui come to the conclusion that 
the stoppage of the power plants is one of 
the most frequent initial causeg of accidents 
to aeroplanes. Stoppages have been caused 
by breken pistons and cylinders, valve 
mechanisms, etc.,. but about 25 per cent. of 
those ‘recorded were due to. comparatively 
minor faults in the petrol system and a con- 
siderable proportion to defects in the ignition 
arrangements. The elimination, as far as 
— of such in voluntary stoppages is thus 
a matter of primary importance both to the 
Royal Air Force and to the serial transport 
firms, and, with this object in view, a recom- 
mendation has been made to the Air Ministry 
that a „ technicians should be ap- 
pointed for sole purpose of investigating 
the power t stoppages which occur at tho 
various Air Force stations. It is thought 
that this course would result not only in a 
reduction in the namber of machines and 
engi written off on account of accidents, 
but would also direct attention to the more 
urgent problems and tend to assist in their 
early solution.
